WASHINGTON IfflDr. Jonas B. Salk says the U. S. Public Health 


Service's new and stiffer manufacturing standards for his polio vaccine 
"will preclude deviation from the procedures originally intended. 


Earlier troubles with some com- 


mercial lots of the vaccine may 
have developed, he said, "because 
the phrasing of the 
minimum

tions." 


Salk expressed these views in a 


telegram to Surgeon General Leon- 
ard A. Scheele made public early 
today in Pittsburgh. He did not 
directly criticize the health serv- 
ice, but he indicated that he dis- 
agrees with some sections of its 
"white paper" report on the en- 
tire polio vaccine program.

Flaming Race Car 
Hits French Crowd 


LE MANS, Franc* (*)—A maa§ 


juneral will b« held in L« Mans' 
100-year-old Gothic cathedral Tues- 
lay for 78 persona killed In the 
wwBt disaster in the history of 
auto racing. 


The toll ro«e today with the 


death of one of th« 76 persons in- 
jured Saturday when French driver 
Pierre Levegh's big silver Mer- 
cedes-Benz hit another racer dur- 
ing-the annual 24-hour aports car 
race, caromed aero** the track 
and plowed flaming into the crowd 
packed 20 deep agair.st the barrier. 


Hospital officials said five or six 


of the injured were still "in des- 
perate condition." 


One American was among the 


Injured spectators. He was Roy 
Bunton, a U.S. soldier stationed at 
an Army hospital in Orleans. 


Most of the dead — including 15 


women and 2 children — were be- 
lieved to have been French, al- 
though several bodies still had not 
been identified. Levegh also was 
among those killed. 


Despite the tragedy, the famous 


24-hour road race for sports cars 
h-as carried to its conclusion, with 
Mike Hawthorn and co-driver Ivor 
Bueb of Britain winning in a 
three-liter Jaguar at a record- 
breaking: average speed of 107.067 
miles per hour. 


Officials said halting the race 


would have cluttered roads lead- 
ing to the track with the quarter 
of a million spectators at a time 
when ambulances and rescue work- 
ers already were having trouble 
reaching the site.

Eisenhower goes back to war on a 
simulated basis Wednesday to lead 
15,000 top-bracket government of- 
ficials and employes in an unprece- 
dented partial evacuation of the 
national capital. 


With two hours warning at best, 


atom or hydrogen weapons sup- 
posedly will blast Washington and 
48 other selected target cities in 
the nation, along with six more 
in Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto Rico and 
the Canal Zone. 


Sirens shortly after noon, East- 


ern Daylight Time, Wednesday, 
will signal the start of Operation 
Alert 1955, to test government 
action as well as civil defense 
plans around the nation. 


All Will Scramble 


Eisenhower, the Cabinet, mili- 


tary chiefs and other key leaders 
will scramble into cars, planes and 
buses and head for secret retreats 
to start running the government on 
a war crisis basis. Secretary of 
Defense Wilson will use a heli- 
copter. 


Then, for three days, the care- 


fully picked core of essential peo- 
ple "from 31 federal departments 
and agencies will operate from 
secret relocation sites spread out 
as far as 300 miles northwest, west 
and southwest of Washington. They 
will handle some of the normal 
routine of government. But mainly 
they will take on the burden of 
solving the vast maz.e of problems 


that would descend on them in the 
first 30 days of a nuclear war.

Secretary of State Dulles is that an unsatisfactory meet- 
ing would not materially damage the world situation. They 
have tried in fact to minimize the importance or bi^ power 
talks, including the proposed "meeting at the summit." 


Nixon's words suggest that such discussions are almost 


a matter of life and death for free men. He embarrassed 
both the president and the state department by his carelessly 
offered comment. 
Admittedly, our public officials and lawmakers are un- 


der great and constant pressure. If they are willing to talk 
at all, they are bombarded with bids from TV panels, discus- 
sion groups, radio forums, luncheon clubs, and what not.

The Doctor Says 


Exact Causes of Stomach 
Ulcers Remain Obscure 


By EDWIN F. JOKDAJi, M.D. 


bleeding 
Ulcers occur both in the stomach 


proper and in that portion of the 
intestines lying next to the stom- 
ach which is known as the duode- 
num. 


The former is sometimes known 


as gastric ulcer and the latter as 
duodenal ulcer. Both of them are 
commonly spoken of also as peptic 
ulcer or ulcer of the stomach. 


What cause or causes are re- 


sponsible for peptic ulcer are part- 
ly unknown. There are some rea- 
sons for believing that the strain 
of modern life has increased the 
number of victims of peptic ulcer 
and has at least something to do 
with their development. 


WHILE THIS THEORY cannot" 


be considered entirely "proved," 
it certainly seems reasonable to 
believe it could be true. 


The rapid pace of modem life 


with the wear and tear on the 
nervous system of high-speed auto- 
mobiles, noise, and all the rest 
would exert some kind of effect on 
the bodily functions which might 
easily be shown by an increased 
tendency towards stomach ulcers. 


Regardless of this theory, it is 


certain that people with ulcers of 
the stomach who are getting along 
well may become much worse 
following an especially tiring- or 
irritating conference, an emotional 
upset or a shock such as is brought 
about by a disaster in the family. 
Th;s often happens even while the 
person is continuing a treatment 
which has relieved symptons for a 
long time. 


THE I'LCER 
STARTS as a 


small defect m the lining of the 
stomach, or mucous membrane, 
and becomes deeper and larger 
around as it develops. Eventually 
it may become deep enough to 
reach the tiny nerve endings which 
carry pain sensation to the brain. 


Consequently, at the beginning, 


an ulcer rarely produces symp- 
toms. 


The various medical treatments 


for Ulcer have the common pur- 
pose of relieving the irritation on 
it« surface: that is, in the stomach 
or duodenum, so that the ulcer 
hM a. chance to heal. The most 
irritating substances which comes 
in contact with the ulcer ii the hy- 
drochloric acid manufactured by 
the stomach itself. 


TWO SERIOUS complications of 


ulcer must be considered. When an 
ulcer eats across a amall blood 
vessel, bleeding takes place. Some- 
times this is slow and th« blood 
merely passes down the intestinal 
tract. 


At other times the bleeding may 


be rapid, fill the stomach and 
ctus* vomitinf. In 


is a sign of requiring 


prompt attention.

be related to changes in baromet- 
ric pressure has appeared. This, 
like other possible precipitating 
causes, certainly should be follow- 
ed up by further studies.

BUENOS AIRES (*—Supporters 


of President Peron, s h o u t i n g 
"Down with the Pope," clashed 
Sunday night with Catholics chant- 
ing "Long live Christ the king." 


At least eight persons were in- 


jured by flying stones, a dozen 
others roughed up and some 250 
arrested. The rioting plunged Ar- 
gentina into its gravest political 
crisis in two years. 


Peron supporters surged against 


a group of Catholics guai'ding the 
steps of Buenos Aires' huge Metro- 
politan Cathedral. Shots rang out 
but apparently no one was hit by 
bullets as the mob advanced on 
the adjoining archibishop's palace. 


The demonstrators smashed pal- 


ace 
windows with 
stones 
and 


burned a priest's car before police 
rushed . into the city's 
central 


square and scattered the mob with 
tear gas and chemical foam. 


L a t e r the pro-Catholics re- 


grouped and started to march back 
to the cathedral, but they were 
dispersed by police and firemen- 


After order had -been restored, 
ewsmen entered the Episcopal 
alace. where more than 2,000 
ersons had taken refuge. 
The interior of the cathedral it- 
elf was strewn with benches, 
ables and desks which had been 


pushed against the doors as bar- 
riers. 


Later authorities ordered the 


jailing of some 250 of the refugee 
Catholics. They were picked up in 
police cars and hauled off to 
central police headquarters. 


The turmoil raised tension to its 


highest pitch since-the church-state 
dispute broke out seven months 
ago after Peron's charge that 
church elements were plotting to 
undermine his regime. Church 
officials have denied the charge. 


The running dispute came to a 


head Saturday night when church 
followers held a Corpus Christi 
parade in Buenos Aires streets 
despite a government ban. The 
government charged the Catholic 
clergy incited the marchers to 
burn tfie Argentine' flag, stone 


newspaper offices and public build- 
ings and attack several foreign 
embassies. 


Saturday's incident and Sunday 


night's demonstration confronted 
Argentina with its most serious 
situation since labor unrest ignited 
a series of strikes and disorders 
in April 1953. That crisis reached 
its climax in the killing of five 
persons by bomb explosions in the 
central plaza while Peron was 
addressing a rally.

now in the news is money given 
by an employer—for a limited time 
and in limited amounts—when a 
worker is laid off 


This is what the CIO United 


Auto Woikers had in mind when 
it got its fust guaranteed wage 
contracts fiom Fold and General 
Motors. 


That the guaranteed wage, when 


added to the UI which a laid off 
voiker would collect, would give 
him a figure closer to his legular 
pay than he would get from the 
UI alone. 


yo\v it s up to the states to de- 


tiae wnethei the> 11 give UI to a 
man collecting money from his 
employer. Some states don t per- 
mit that now 


Unemplojment Insurance 


All states, plus the District of 


Columbia, Alaska and Hawaii pay 
UI, collected through a tax of 3 
per cent or less on employers' pay- 
rolls. Amounts vary from state to 
state and so does the length of 
time each state gives these ben- 
efits. 
The UI payments have been av- 


eraging 
around 
$25 a 
week. 


Some states pay for no more than 
18 weeks, some for as many a* 26. 


Before he can collect UI pay- 


ments, a worker generally must 
meet requirements like these: Al- 
most all states require him to wait 
a week, without pay, before he 
•tarta collecting, he must be will- 
tag to take another 3ob if it's suit- 
able; he may be penalized, or get 
no money at all, if he s been fired 
for misconduct.

The Guaranteed Wage 


It is of two kinds. 
1. For years some companies— 


like Nunn-Bush, Hormel, Proctor 
and Gamble-^iave had guaranteed 
wage plans assuring their em- 
ployes steady work or income This 
is not linked to unemployment in- 
•urance. 


2. The Ford agreement, first for 


the auto industry, is tied directly 
in with UI payments. This is how 
It works: 


A man is laid off for lack of 


work. He can get up to $25 a week 
—many will get less—for as much 
u 26 weeks. How much he gets, 
up to $26, and how long he gets 
Its depends on how long he worked 
for Ford and how much he earned 
WMkly. 
This company payment, when 


udded to the UI payment he gets 
from the state, can, but won't nec- 
essarily add up to 65 per cent of 
his base take-home pay. That is, 
the pay he has left after federal 
income tax has been deducted 
from it. 


And that guarantee of 65 per cent 


of take-home pay is only for four 
•weeks For the next 22 weeks the 
guarantee is for no more than 60 
per cent. So even the combined 
Ford-UI payment will not give a 
jobless worker what he had earned 
regularly.

Similarly, the requirements of the 
National Guard are being met 
from the production of the new 
M48 Patton medium and the some- 
what older design M47. 


Both the exact numbers of tanks 


produced and the rate of current 
jroduction are secret, but the over- 
nil number of tanks of all types— 
light, medium and a few heavies— 
runs above 10 000. The present 
monthly production is understood 
to exceed 100.

Sheriff Robert Collins said today 


Ella Sexton was cnarged with mur- 
der after Hobart Combs, about 35, 
was killed at the Se.xton home 
near here climaxing a piolonged 
drinking party 


The shot, fired ftoni a .22 cali- 


ber rifle at dusk, hit Combs in the 
left shoulder and ranged down to 
the region of his heart. He fell 
about 50 yards from the house 


A few hours before the fata' 


shooting, the sheriff said, Combs 
and the girl s father, Troy Sexton 
exchanged several bullets as the 
result of an argument over three 
50 cent pieces 


Sheriff Collins said Combs and 


an unidentified Negro left 
the 


Sexton home after the first shoot 
ing, but returned just before dark 
That was when the girl—fearful of 
her father's life—fired, the sheriff 
added. 


The sheriff said he arrived ai 


the Sexton home about 30 mrn 
Xites later and that Troy Sexton 
had fled into the woods
